lf they should consent to the 44-hour week, they are faced 
with the statement that a six-hour day is to follow. 
It is far better to close up the shop while the closing 
is good than to have the sehriff’s lock put on it.

riding a good thing to death to ask for a shorter work day 
on full pay.
